War on the locomotive smoke nui- 
sance was begun Friday by Col. James 
G. Butler, following his victory of 
Thursday over the Coal Users’ Asso- 
ciation, which represented the remain- 
ing Opposition of stationary boiler 
owners to the anti-smoke campaign. 

Police Court summonses were obtain- 
ed Friday by Butler’s lawyer, Frank 
A? Thompson, against three locomotive 
firemen é¢mployed by the Terminal Rail- 
road Association. The firemen are W. 
H. Swaney, W. D. Lutz and R. Evans. 

All the offences wére committed, - it 
is charged, while the engines were 
standing still near Ninth afid Poplar 
streets. Swaney’s engine smoked 42 
minutes continuously, it Is alleged, and 
the .others 27 minutes each. 

Thompson, in applying te City Attor- 
ney Garesche for the summons, pointed 
out that the law provided that the oo- 
cupagts of engine cabs were punishable 
for the smoke, but stated that the of- 
ficers of the railroad were also respon- 
sible. He said it would be best te make 
a case against the firemen first, and that 
later prosecutions of men higher up 
might be undertaken. 

The summonses were made returndble 
in the Clark Avenue Police Court next 
Thursday. : | 

This is the first move toward actual 
prosecution of the railroads for their 
share, estimated to be at least one- 
third, in producing the St. Louts smoke 
nuigance. Among the railroads, the 
Terminal Association has been consid- 
ered the chief offender. 

The Terminal has made some tests 
with a locomotive smoke consumer, 
and has declared the results satisfac- 
tory, but has not made general use 
of the device. 

Col. .Butler, who is finarneing™ the 
anti-smoke campaign, has announced 
his purpose of spending $60,000, if 
needed, to rid the city of the smoke 
nuisance. He starteqg the fight on one 
smokestack which spoiled the view 
from the library window of his 4Vest 
Pine boulevard home, and his success 
in that effort led him into a  city- 
wide crusade,

TOTAL depreciation 41,000, - 
000 in the market value of 
United States Stee] securities 
has been recorded on the Stock Ex- 
change, fer the five days ending 
at noon, Friday. 

Since Monday the corporation's 5 . 
per cent bonds have declined in 
price from $105 to $100; the common 
stock from $68 to $53% a share, 
and the preferred issue from $114 
to $1024 a share. .

in its enforcement of the Sunday law 
than a previous ohey This is not true. 
The present board is enfofcing the law, 
and has been doing s0 for the last two 
years. I will say also that it has had 
very little difficulty in so doing. Neariy 
all the saloon men have fallen into line, 
and I have hoticed a genera! spirit 
among them to comply with the law. 
Everything is working admirably, and 
I think it would be a mistake to modify 
a law to bring a few cents to the few 
and perhaps heap untold misery upon 
many. 

“T was talking to several friends at 
the Mercantilé Club yesterday, and was 
told of several cases where the Sunday 
élosing law had benefited poor families. 
In these cases children that formerly 
went barefooted are now wearing shoes. 

Money Too Tight Here. 

“Some say St. Louis is a slow town; 
that to open her up would enliven 
things. St. Louis is not slow because 
of the lack of liquor. I'll tell you what’s 
the matter with her. Several men came 
here recently to estanlish a plant that 
would pay 20 per cent. on the invest- 
ment. They couldn’t get the money 
and went up to Davenport, I. St. 
Louis lets too many such opportunities 
slip by. 

“IT am not a Prohibitionist, but I know 
some connected with that cause, and 
they tell mé@ the) are well satisfied 
with the way the liquor laws are eti- 
forced here how.

REPROAGH TO BAR 


Charles H. Aldrich, in Letter, 
Asks Associations Not to 
Indorse Record of Jurist, 
Who, He Asserts, Has 
Been Under Investigation 
Almost Two Years. 


JUDGE DEMANDS 
A FULL INQUIRY 


Stung Into Tentative With- 
drawal of Resignation, He 
Serves Notice on Maga- 
zines and Others to Make 
Their Charges Against 
Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Fresh devel- 
opments in the form of gossip, open 
letters, interviews, discussions and 
actusations which resulted in Judge 
Grosscup tentatively withdrawing 
the resignation as Federal Circuit 
Court Justice that he had planned 
to submit Oct. 3, have caused him to 
serve notice on the magazines and 
all whe contemplate muckraking 
bim te bring on their charges. He 
demands the fullest investigation. 

The arrow that stung Judge Grosscup 
and caused his change of plan is this 
letter, sent by Lawyer Charles H. 
Aldrich to H. K. Tenney, president of 
the Illinois Bar Association: 

“It is known to many persons that 
J..dge Grosscup’s resignation is brought 
about by far more compelling causes 
than his desire to transfer himself from 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals to the great court of public opin- 
ion which he sees forming.

“My work on this matter was an open 
investigation and I made no secret of

Direction of’ Tremble Makes It

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—An earth 


shock of unusual intensity was re- 
corded shortly after midnight by the 
instruments at Georgetown Univer- 
sity. No estimate of the distance of 
the earthquake from Washington was 
made by the observers. : 

The disturbance began at 12:17 
o'clock, ending at 12:51, At 13:27 
o’clock the greatest agitation was re- 


corded, the registration being 28 
millimeters. Usually two or three 
millimeters are registered by the 
needles: A millimeter is a small frac- 
tion of an inch. 


INSTRUMENT HERE 
RECORDS SHOCK 








The earthquake shock recorded on the 
St. Louis University selsmograph, ac- 
cording to Father Goesse, was apprexi- 
mately 8250 niles south-southeast of St. 
Louis, probably. on “the continent of 
South America or in the adjoining re- 
gions of the Atlantic. The record on 
the instrument here was made chiefly 
between 11:16 and 11:29 p. m. Friday, 
and all trace of the shock ceased at 
11:53.

NEW YORK IS SURPRISED 


Impression Prevailed in the East 
That We Drank Beer-With 
Our Breakfast. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Far be it from 
New York to criticise the determination 
of St. Louis ‘te serve Bronx cocktails 
to President Taft for breakfast, al- 
though the information that such is the 
plan comes as a — — to the metrop- 
olis. 

It has been the general opinion here 
that St. "Loui@ invariably takes beer 
with its breakfast. However, since St. 
Louis is to make the Bronx cocktail an 
integral part of its welcome to the Pres- 
ident, New York is pleased that one of 
its favorite products has been selected. 

The Bronx cocktail originated here 
about four years.ago. It gets its name 
from the borough of the Bronx which 
writhed in impotent rage for many 
years while the Manhattan cocktail 
brought fame to the borough of Man- 
hattan. 

‘ To make a Bronx cocktail you take a 
mixing glass and pour into same a jig- 
ger of Italian vermouth. Add a jigger 
of French vermouth, Then toss in a 
slice cut from a juicy orange. Put in 
a jigger of gin. Fill the glass with 
cracked ice. Fit a shaker over the top 
of the glass ayd shake the mixture vig- 
orously. Pour through a strainer into a 
cocktail glass a golden dream of alco- 
holic delight. 

Use the Orange, Not the Peel. 


Some economical—not to say any worse | 


of them—bartenders use, instead of a 
slice of orange, a plece of orange peel. 
This is barbarism akin to smashing mint 
in preparing a julep. The orange peel 
when used alone gives the Bronx cock- 
tail a bitter flavor whereas when it is 
properly made it is sweet and satisfy- 
ing, carrying the flavor of the fruit. 

No cherry or olive or other accessory 
goes with the Bronx cocktail. It stands 
on its own merits. The harmonious 
blend of liquors, gin and orange juice, 
is soothing to the throat and palate, 
bracing to the stomach and creates a 
feeling of mental content that must be 
experienced to be~understood. 

In this city the Bronx cocktail has 
worked its way insidiously into the bar- 
room, the cafe and the steam radiator 
sideboard. It has put an awful crimp in 
the popularity of the Manhattan and 
Martini cocktails, which were long the 
standard appetizers of the community. 
Even in Brdoklyn the Bronx cocktail has 
a wide vogue, although the rivalry be- 
tween the boroughs of the Bronx and 
Brooklyn is fierce and bitter. 

Many bartenders have tried to origi- 
nate a Brooklyn cocktail. Each attempt 
has failed because of the impossibility 
of finding ingredients that would right- 
ly express the idea entertained of Brook- 
lyn by all who do not live there. 

Now We Come to the Effect. 

As to the effect of the Bronx cocktail, 
there is a difference of opinion. Pru- 
dence apprizes one that a single Bronx 
cocktail is sufficient. But a Bronx cock- 
tail tastes like more, and it takes a 
man of strong wilb to resist the encore 
temptation. Many even go to the cur- 
iain call stage. 

Tommy Lane, the champion bartender 
of Broadway, who has mixed more 
Bronx cocktails than anybody and never 
tasted one himself, has had opportunity 
to study the workings of the beverage, 
and Tommy is some student. He is of 
the opinion that if a man hasn’t been 
drinking anything else as an overture, 
£0 to speak, five Bronx cocktails are 
just right to give the person who sur- 
rounds them an attack of optimism that 
will last a couple of hours. 

Six or seven Bronx cocktails, accord- 
ing to the erudite Mr. Lane. are suffi- 
cient to cause the average man to 
confide to all who will Msten what a 
sweet little woman his wife is. Ten 
of them inspire exuberance and leave a 
taste in the mouth the next morning that 
can be remembered for days and days. 

Tim O’Brien, the champion drink mix- 
er of Park Row, declares that three 
Bronx cocktails are plenty for any man. 
It must be said in this connectign, 
though, that Mr. O’Brien, having 
achieved opulence, is not particularly 
enthusiastic about mixing drinks. 

From accounts that have reached 
New York from the Canadian section, 
and Mr. Taft's tour thus far, he will 
be in urgent need of something to cheer 
him up by the time he reaches St. Louis. 
Therefore the intellect that put the 
Bronx cocktail on the President’s bill 
of fare should be given due credit. 

The bronx cocktail is warming and 
expanding in its operations. It arouses 
the mind to contemplation of the bright 
and shining aspects of life. 
for sympathy and frankness. New York 
ardently hopes that the President wil! 
not be stinted when the Bronx cocktails 
are passed around.

The claim has been in the United 
S'gtes courts, Congress and through all 
the claim departments of the national 
Government, but this is the first time 
t: at any of the heirs of the former 
Senator have taken any part in formal 
c‘'aims for the money.

It will consider the types of. churches, 
their influence on the community, -the 
lodges and fraternal organizations, the 
social clubs and their influences, the dues 
the members pay and whether thg@g are 
controlled by saloons, 
question of whether

also receive their share of attention. 

Should the girls go to dance halis es- 
corted by men friends or is it proper 
for them te go in groups by themselves? 
Do girls frequent dance halls for the 
purpose of meeting new friends? How 
do girls Act en the street after they 
have been to a dance hall? All these 
questions will be answered by the soc- 
cial survey. 

To Ge Into Statistics. 

The survey will take up the prob- 
lem of employed ang unemployed 
labor in St. Louis and will answer the 
question whether married men work- 
ing at trades in St. Louis are paid a 
living wage. It will also find out how 
many hours a day all kithds of work- 
ers are employed, how many Sundays 
a year employes are forced to work 
and whether the general rate of 
wages in each particular branch of 
industry tends to increase dependency. 
If there is a “sweating system” in 
St. Louis, the social service experts 
are going to try to find it. . 

The labor unions will be analyzed 
and an effort made to détermine what 
the sentiment of the remainder of the 
community is toward them. Among 
the questions that will be answered 
with regard to labor unions’are these: 
How many meet in halls ‘connected 
with saloons? Do the liquor interests 
dominate. the central body? What 
percentage of the locals meet on Sun- 
day? Do'any of them meet in 
churches or schoolhouses? What ben- 
efits do they give sick or unemployed, 
and what is the difference between 
the union-and the nonunion scale of 
wages in the same industry. 

To Take Up Saloon Question. 

Under the general heading or ‘‘Com- 
munity Problems’’ the saloon question 
is to be considered.* The. surveyors will 
try to tell where the lid is tilted and 
at what times. They will also find out 
how many serve free lunches and what 
the extent is of the influence of the 
saloons on the politics of St. Louis. The 
Police Department, the police courts, 
the prisons and city hospitals will all 
be investigated by jhe surveyors. 

Besides this general survey there will 
be special surveys on the care the city 
takes of its bovs, the work. of the 
churches, their progress or retrogres- 
sionf the missions (city, home and for- 
eign), the extent of evangelistic work 
and Bible study. ,

GRA RAPIDS, Mich., Sept. 22.— 
President Taft’s speech here fell flat. 
Whether the blame rests on the mean, 
drizzily weather, or on the impractica- 
bility of arousing the enthusiasm of a 
crowd on such a dry subject, or the 
fact that it was delivered in an open 
square where but a few hundred could 
hear, and hearing, did not appreciate 
or understand, the fact remains that 
Taft’s explanation ef why he vetoed 
the woolen, free list and cotton tariff 
bills not only did not create any ex- 
citement in Grand Rapids, but passed 
as @ mere incident of the day. 

The speech was listened to patiently 
enough, despite the inclemency of the 
weather and the crowd was of fair 
size and a couple offcheers were given, 
led by Senaters Townsend and Smith, 
on the improvised platform. The Presi- 
dent did net read the long printed docu- 
ment he had prepared. He had memor- 
ized his subject, and was anxious, be- 
cause of the rain, to cut the speech 
short. So he condensed it, omitting, 
however, none of the material facts.

Declares’ Conditions Do Not 
Bring Out Sufficient Test of 
Efficiency. 








MILITIA NOT . TRAINED 





Impossible to Accomplish -Pur- 
pose of Encampments Under 
Present System, He Says. 





By Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The maneu- 
ver camps of the army under present 
plans are sharply criticised by Briga- 
dier-General Tasker H> Bliss, command- 
ing the Department of California, -as 
failing to accomplish their primary pur- 
pose of training the soldiers under simu- 
lated war conditions. In a report to 
the War Department, Gen. Bliss also 
points out that there is a wasteful and 
indefensible use of the nation’s money 
‘in the transportation to these encamp- 
mients of militia orgariization which 
have not received the preliminary train- 
ing essential to participation in the 
broader maneuvers instruction. 


Orders published weeks or months in 
advance, Gen, Bliss ‘says, announce the 
general details for the movement of 
troops, and scope of {nstructions. Quar- 
termaster, commissaries and other staff 
officers \of the regular army are thus 
enabied leisurely to establish what in 
time -of war would be considered a 
Semi-permanent camp. Gen. Bliss urges 
that the maneuver camps be developed 
to afford more practical training during 
campaigns of the regular army and a 
real test of the efficiency of the organ- 
ized militia. 

None of the militia organizations at- 
tending the encampment held in Califor- 
nia last year, Gen. Bliss declares, was 
sufficiently instructed to take up\maneu- 
ver, work. There were also a large 
number of absentees from the enlisted 
foree of the organizations. 

In the light of this experience he rec- 
ommends that no militia organization be 
permitted ,to attend t#e maneuver en- 
campments unless 90 per cent of the 
enrolled strength be present and unless 
the same propertion ‘shall have received 
a thorough preliminary training.

_ MR. TAFT’S DEFENSE. 

Mr. Taft is hard pressed to defend his vetoes of 
the tariff reform bills passed by Congress during 
the extra session. No one can read his elaborate 
explanation without concluding that he is evading 
rather than justifying. 

His whole charge. against the Democrats who 
Supported the reform bills is that the bills were 
hastily passed without sufficient knowledge of 
their effect on business and of the needs of the 
protected interests. His entire défense is that he 
himaelf was ignorant of the effect the bilis would 
have on the profits of the protected interects. He 
pleads that all tariff legislation should haye been 
deferred until he and Congress were enlightened 
by the Tariff Board with regard to the measure 
of taxes necéssary to equalize the cost 6f produc- 
tion abroad with the cost of production at home, 
and to assure a fair profit to the manufacturer. 
The plea that Congress cannot legislate on the) 
tariff without the aid of experts and that eight 
months is too short a time to devise fair relief 
from excessive taxation is more ingenious than 
sincere. ' 

Mr. Taft is making a fetich of the Tariff Board. 
By setting it up as the only authoritative and 
safe guide to.tariff-reform legislation, he is not 
only using it as an excuse for his refusal to give 
the people the relief they demanded, but he is pre- 
paring the way to use it as a standing bulwark 
of privilege. If Congress and the President can- 
not make laws for the relief of the people without 
the consent of a special commission we are in 
hard straits. Delay ang disappointment will be 
our portion. 

But if the Tariff Board is indispensable to a 
sound conclusion concerning the tariff, how could 
Mr. Taft denounce the Payne-Aldrich tariff law 
without a report from the board? Why did he 
call the wool schedule “indefensible” without its 
advice? How did he know that there were in- 
justices whith must be eliminate“ in-the present 
tariff law? 

Mr. Taft accepted Canadian reciprocity and 
urged Congress to pass thc reciprocity bill with- 
out a report from the Tariff Board on the equity 
of the concessions and their effect on business. 
The bill, under the Taft time schedule for other 
tariff bills, was hastily adopted. Was not its pas- 
sage in the deep darkness of no Tariff Board re- 
port reprehensible? Yet Mr. Taft highly praises 
Congress for this legislation. 

Mr. Taft is very tender -to the protected inter- 
ests. He confesses to great fear that the modest 
tariff reduction measures he vetoed might ihjure 
business. He was afraid that privileged interests 
might be deprived of the fair profit of protection 
which he seems to think their due. Delay in 
tax relief is far preferable to any mistake which 
might hurt the beneficiaries of priv.lege. But 
what about the overtaxed people? They have suf- 
fered excessive tax oppressi»n for years. They 
are still suffering. Their pockets are empty. 
They are groaning and sweating under the heavy 
burden of excessive prices. Let them groan and 
sweat, says Mr. Taft in effect, until. we know 
certainly that the favored interests will not suffer 
from revision of the tariff schedules. The demand 
of the people for relief must’ wait until the de- 
mands of the tariff-fattened interests are ‘atis- 
fied. 

Mr. Taft’s charge that there was politics in the 
vetoed bills is absurd. Of course there was poli- 
tics in them. There was good politics. The peo- 
ple demanded relief and the senators and repre- 
sentatives who voted for the bills felt impelled to 
satisfy the demand... They properly sought popu- 
lar approval by a just revision of an acknowl- 
edged unjust law. Mr. Taft is likely to find, if 
he does not now know, that thcre was politics 
in his vetoes—ad politics.

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PARAMOUNT MAXIMS FOR MATRIMONY. 

The Daniel who has been coming to judgment 
in the Kansas City divorce courts with maxims 
intended to bring matrimony once more under 
the binding control of law, has finally arrived. 
In the Burnham case, in which the judgment is 
intended to stand as a precedent for the entire 
United Stztes, it is decided that no husbanc has 
any right whatsver to try to get a divorce be- 
cause his wife is not perfect. 

Circuit Judge Thomag reaches this decision for 
all whom-matrimony concérns. His ‘ground fo: 
it is that no woman ever was perfect and hence 
that “there can be no such thing as a perfect 
wife.” This being the case in nature, the argu- 
ment proceeds from it to expound the paramount 
law of matrimony. It is that every wife who is 
not perfect must be expected to scold; This is to 
be taken for granted before the marriage contract. 
is closed. Then it is to be assumed that on suf: 
ficient provocation, she will scold. Furthermore, 
closing the argument for paramount law, making 
matrimony binding, Judge, Thomas concludes that 
in such a case “she has a right to scold.” Why 
not concede it and close three-fourths of the 
divorce, courts?
